fever and swelling are subsiding. 
Contacts are not held and there la 
no placard. 


The quarantine for acute polio- 


myelitis is a minimum of seven 
days, or for duration of fever If 
longer. A placard Is necessary and 
contacts under 18 yean of age 
are held for 14 days. Food han- 
dlers are restricted. 


The quarantine for scarlet fever 


is a minimum of seven days and 
shall be prolonged until complete 
recovery from all catarrhal or pur- 
ulent discharges incident or sec- 
ondary to the disease, or until 
three days after beginning of ade- 
quate and effective therapy. A 
placard is necessary and contacts 
under 18 are he'd for seven days.

Butler (JP)—A Pittsburgh auto 


mechanic and three other men 
are charged with murder today 
in the strangulation death of Mrs. 
Alice Marie Storch, 49-year-old 
Butler County housewife. 


Dist. Atty. Clark H. Painter 


said all four 
admitted playing 


parts in a plot to kill Mrs. Storch. 
Painter said he will ask death in 
the electric chair for all four. 


Painter declared "there 1* anoth- 


er woman in the case" but de- 
clined to reveal her name. He said 
Hie husband, Ernest Storch, 50, 
a mechanic for Gulf Oil Corp. in 
Pittsburgh, has admitted seeing 
the other woman. 


The district attorney said Storch 


promised to pay three Pittsburgh 
negroes $10,000 for slaying Mrs. 
Storch and made them a down 
payment of $2,500. 


Painter identified the three men, 


all under arrest, as Richard 
Haines, 28; Walter Henderson,' 25, 
and Russell Budd, 28. 


A preliminary hearing for the 


four men will be held scon but the 
case probably will not be present- 
ed to the Butler County grand Jury 
until June.

Declaring there should be mini- 


mum government regulation of 
employer-employe relation*, Meany 
recommended repeal of the 80-day 
emergency strike injunction pro- 
visions of the present law. 
In- 


stead, he said, the 
government 


should rely on mediation and con- 
ciliation—or persuasion—to.settle 
the big strikes. 


He also suggested voluntary ar- 


bitration, or the willing submission 
of issues to a third neutral 
for a recommended solution.

Advice For Small 
Businessmen From 
Income Tax Official 


Acting 
Director 
of Internal 


Revenue, R. S. Kraft, has some 
adviM for small businessmen who 
are currently experiencing * diffi- 
culty in computing their Federal 
income tax because they have not 
kept adequate records. 


The task of preparing .tax re- 


turns. Acting Director R. S. Kraft 
says, is especially burdensome for 
those businessmen who do not keep 
adequate records, and his 
office 


receives many inquiries each year 
from small businessmen, 
profes- 


sional men. and farmers, asking 
what kind of records should be 
maintained by them. 
j 


Internal Revenue Regulations do. 


not prescribe in detail the type! 
of records to be kept, the Direc- 
tor points out. What is important, 
he says, is that a systematic re-, 
cord be maintained—one that is \ 
sufficient to establish the amount j 
of the gross income and the de- 
ductions, credits, and other mat- 
ters required to be shown in any 
return. 


To know his business income the 


taxpayer must know what sales or 
receipts he has had, and what costs 
and expenses he has incurred. Any 
system of records or books, then, 
that contains information about 
all receipts and expenses is con-, 
sidered adequate, Mr. Kraft says. 


Many small merchants and pro- 


fessional men have found a simple 
method of record keeping. They 
use a column lined sheet of paper 
and head the columns with the 
classification of expenses in tax 
Schedule C. "Profit or Loss from 
Business or Profession," a form 
they are required to file annually. 


Many farmers prepare a similar, 


set of records by using "the class- 
ifications shown on Form 1040-F, 
"Schedule of Farm Income and 
Expenses,') that they are required 
to file. 


A good practice is to summarize 


these sheets each month, so that 
at the end of the taxable year, the 
taxpayer has only to add the 12 
monthly totals and enter the re- 
sulting totals on his tax return. 


The advantage of this system is 


that such a record, together with 
the supporting vouchers, cancel- 
led checks, etc.,-is easily checked 
if an audit of the return is made.

Some people sign their names in full. Some use 


abbreviations, irjtials, even an X. 


And some do it with a punch. 
These are the railroad conductors or trainmen— 


the men who pick up your ticket on a train—and 
you'll never get two different punches from the same 
one. 
Your ticket won't, that is. 


For every railroad ticket collector has his own per- 


sonal and distinctive punch mark, or signature. Each 
one is registered in his name (like a policeman's re- 
volver) and there are no two exactly alike on any one 
railroad, though there may be similarities among 
railroads, says a release from Eastern Railroad Presi- 
dents Conference. 


Take a look at the cut-out in your ticket the next 


time you ride a train. It may be shaped like a roos- 
ter, or a hat, or a. half-moon or even a fish. It will 
be one of thousands of designs. 


The railroads began the punch signature system 


many years ago to increase their efficiency and to 
know just who punched what. 


A punch is registered in a trainman's name the 


day he begins collecting tickets and he retains it 
until he stops. A trainman usually has two punches 
with the same mark, one to be used when the other 
is being repaired or sharpened. And it's rare when 
a trainman loses his punch. 


The railroads collect millions of tickets annually 


and store all of them under a filing system in case 
of passenger claims which run into the thousands 
every day. 


One eastern railroad remembers the refund claim 


by a fugitive from justice. 


The man bought a ticket from New York to Chi- 


cago, but was arrested in Harrisburg and taken off 
the train. He wanted a refund. 
A search of the 


tickets collected on the train he rode turned up a 
New York-Chicago ticket that had been punched only 
to Harrisburg. 


The man got his refund.

New U. S. Delegates to UN Get 
Training in Present Session 


BY PETER EDSON

1CTASHINGTON—(NEA)—Present plans call for ending the recon- 


vened United Nations General Assembly meeting in New York 


at the end of March. It is felt in Washington that a month's session 
will serve to dispose of—at least temporarily—the nine items of un- 
finished business left over from the first part of the Assembly meet- 
ing last fall, plus a couple of new ones likely to be raised. They 
are Russian anti-Semitism and the Tunisian-Moroccan question. 


If the Eisenhower administration has any new and dynamic pro- 


posals to make to the United Nations at this time, they are better- 
kept secrets than most changes in policy since inauguration day. 


This lack of any new aggressive actions before the UN was indi- 


cated by Secretary of State John Foster Dulles himself, at his first 
press conference. 


He was asked if there was any plan to bring the question of a 


China blockade before the UN. He replied that there was no such 
plan that he was aware of. He then added that there might be 
some further appeal to avoid commerce with aggressors. 


This is being taken in Washington to mean that the new U. S. 


delegation to the UN will play its tunes by ear. If some other 
country pitches a new note on which the American delegation can 
sing effectively, it will make music. 
'THE nine items of unfinished business which now face the Assembly 


are the following: 


1. Korea. The Indian resolution on repatriation of Korean war 


prisoners, passed by a vote of 54 to 5, may be opened for revision. 
Reports on Korean unification, relief and reconstruction will be 
heard. 


2. Report of the Disarmament Commission on limitation and bal- 


anced reduction of all armed forces and armaments. 


3. Report of the Collective Measures Committee on methods to 


maintain and strengthen peace through UN security agreements. 


4 Complaint of non-compliance by countries still detaining mem- 
bers of the Greek armed forces. 


5. A Czechoslovak charge of U S. interference, subversion and 


espionage against Russia, China and other Communist-dominated 
countries. 


6. A Polish proposal to avert the threat of a third world war by 


declaring participation in the North Atlantic pact is aggression. It 
also calls upon the Big Five to conclude a world peace pact 


7 A U S. request for an impartial investigation of false Soviet 


charges that this country had used bacteriological war in Korea. 


8. Appointment of a new Secretary General to succeed Trygve Lie 
of Norway, who has resigned. 


9 Report of the Secretary General on personnel policy, as it re- 


lates to employment on UN's staff of Americans considered sub- 
versive and disloyal to the U. S. 
^LL these matters come before the Political Committee of the UN 


Genera] Assembly, commonly known as Committee One. Plenary 


sessions of the Assembly will be held only as Committee One u pre- 
pared to make its reports on items on the agenda. 


In addition to Secretary of State Dulles, the American representa- 


tives will be Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr., James J Wads- 
worth and Mrs Oswald B. Lord, who are President Eisenhower's 
appointees, plus Ernest Gross, who is being retained from the Tru- 
man administration delegation. 


There is still some uncertainty whether Ambassador Lodge, 


taking orders directly from the President, will set UN policy or 
whether it will be set by Secretary Dulles, acting through the Assist* 
ant Secretary of State for UN Affairs. John D. Hickerson,

Miss Louise Escobar at Beaty Jun- 
ior High School, aims to help the 
students associate the past with 
the present and to see the con- 
trasts between ancient and modern 
times. 


In Miss Escobar's classes last 


week the students began

view of their study of China by 
making reports on important top- 
ics. Library books and other ma- 
terials were used in

these oral reports, which lasted 
about five minutes each.

and cities, were chosen and the 
students compared the past with 
the present in each report.
